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Hazardous waste well permit process stalled

Romulus citizens received an early Christmas present 
last week when Environmental Disposal Systems (EDS) 
unexpectedly withdrew its controversial petition to operate 
a nearby hazardous waste injection well 

For years, EDS has been obtaining permits to operate 
two wells located in Romulus that would pump more than 
240,000 gallons of hazardous waste daily below the surface 
of Romulus and Ihylor 

Politicians on the local and state level have been battling 
to deny EDS those same permits for more than 12 years. 

However, EDS unexpectedly withdrew from the applica¬ 
tion process for the last permit needed to begin operations 
at the Romulus facilities. 

“I can’t imagine a better Christmas gift to the people of 
Romulus then the news that they may not be forced to 


share their community with a hazardous waste facility,” 
said State Sen. Ray Basham. 

He said EDS submitted a letter to the Department of 
Environmental Quality (DEQ) on Fi’iday and officially 
withdrew its application when regulators discovered 
defective equipment and structures on the facility— 
including an inadequately constructed containment wall. 
The wells, which are about 4^00 feet below the surface, if 
ever operational, could hold hazardous liquid wastes— 
including acids and heavy metals such as mercury, 
chromium and nickel. 

“EDS submitted a professional certification that their 
hazardous wastes facility was constructed in compliance 
with the permit requirements, but that simply was not the 
case,” he added. 

The project has been scrutinized since its inception dur¬ 
ing the Engler administration and the problems have not 
gone unnoticed. 


“The fact that EDS did not build its facility to. construc¬ 
tion permit safeguards gives us a very real reason to sus¬ 
pect that the company is not a reliable actor,” said 
Congressman John Dingell. 

This may, however, be just be a speed bump along the 
road to operation for EDS, officials speculated. 

“EDS didn’t just walk away from the project,” said 
Timothy Keyes, economic development director for 
Romulus. “Rather than be denied the permit they with¬ 
drew from the process.” 

EDS will try to fix the problems and then resubmit for 
the permit according to Keyes. The delay will take at least 
6-8 months, during which time Romulus officials and state 
legislators can look at other avenues to legally shut the pro¬ 
ject down, he said. 

“We’re happy that the state has been scrutinizing the 
permit process,” he said. “We’re thrilled that EDS can not 
operate—every day without the well is a good day.”

General Meters ilonates toys, 
350 bikes to Toys for Tots

For the seventh consecutive 
year, hundreds of children will 
receive Christmas presents 
thanks to the efforts of the 
General Motors Powertrain 
plant in Romulus. 

Employees at the plant, along 
with local businesses, GM sup¬ 
pliers and dealerships, teamed 
together to donate 350 bicycles, 
thousands of dollars in toys and 
cash donations to the U.S. 
Marine Corps Toys for Tots cam- 
paiga 

GM had participated in the 
Toys for Tots program before but 
there was never that much inter¬ 
est in it until Mark Marek 
became involved. Six years ago 


Marek, co-coordinator of the 
event for UAW Local 163, took it 
upon himself to collect dona¬ 
tions and bikes. And because of 
his efforts, GM donated more 
than 1(X) bikes and thousands of 
dollars in toys. 

“We had a tree up with noth¬ 
ing around it,” Marek said about 
getting involved with the pro¬ 
gram. “So, what I did was col¬ 
lect some money in the depart¬ 
ment and went out and bought 
nine bikes and put some bows 
on them and got McDonalds to 
donate a Value Meal for every 
bike. Everybody started saying, 
‘Hey, I want to get in on that,’ 
and when we got done we had 
150 bikes.” 

The program has grown 
every year—to a record 350 


bikes this year. The event has 
even outgrown its original home 
at the plant, the Pride Center, 
and now shares space in the 
cafeteria as well. 

“I think it’s grown bigger 
every year because people can 
see where their money goes,” 
Marek said. “They’re not just 
putting money into box. They 
get to see all the bikes lined up 
and all of the toys under the 
tree; they actually see a differ¬ 
ence. 

“We’re never thought it 
would grow this big,” he added. 
“It was a snowball that turned 
into a glacier.” 

Each year Marek and all of 
the volunteers, a good part of the

Champagne named 
public safefy director

Van Buren Township looked to 
a neighboring community to find 
a new public safety director. 

Last week, the township board 
of trustees voted to enter into for¬ 
mal contract negotiations with 
Gerald Champagne, deputy 
police chief of Romulus. Cindy 
King, Van Buren Township 
supervisor, said that she hopes to 
have him on board by January. 

“We had two fine candidates, 
but we could only chose one,” she 
said. ‘The fit was subjective and 
it was certainly not easy. I don’t 
want John (Buck) to think he is a 
bad candidate, but the best fit for 
Van Buren Township is Gerry 
(Champagne).” 

Recently, the trustees, along 
with the public safety committee, 
put the final two contenders— 
John Buck, deputy police chief of 
the Bedford Township Police 
Department, and Champagne 
through an extensive interview 
process. 

Champagne, an 18-year veter¬ 
an of the Romulus Police 
Department, was chosen from 64 
candidates. Eight then under¬ 
went a lengthy interview and 
background check before the 
final two candidates were cho- 
sea 

“Many of the candidates com¬ 
mented that they have never 
been through such a rigorous 
interview process, but it certainly 
separated the men from the 
boys,” said King. “To have gotten 
on the short list is certainly no 
small achievement” 

A study received by the 
trustees in May recommended 
several changes in the township 
public safety department includ¬ 


ing the need for better communi¬ 
cation, organization and a public 
safety director. The study was 
conducted by independent con¬ 
tractors Bill Kelly and Tom 
Stone. 

The department evaluation 
took more than six months and 
included recommendations for 
improving both the fire and 
police department in several 
areas including: personnel, fund¬ 
ing, response times and general 
procedures. 

“The purpose of the report 
was to get a person who would be 
here for the long haul,” said 
Clerk Joannie Payne. “Obviously, 
we are looking for the candidate 
who is the right fit for the com¬ 
munity at this time. I agree that it 
is Gerry (Champagne).” 

The township has been with¬ 
out a public safety director since 
July 2003. 

Trustees unanimously agreed 
that Champagne was the right 
person to make departmental 
changes for the better 

“The community has been 
very engaged in this decsion and 
they are watching closely,” said 
Trustee Phil Hart “I appreciate 
the process that took place 
because there was hard work 
from both candidates. Both Buck 
and Champagne had their 
strengths and their weaknesses.” 

Champagne, who referred to 
his leadership style in the inter¬ 
view as paramilitary, said that he 
does not have any fears of taking 
over the position, but looks at it 
as an exciting challenge. 

“This is a leadership role Fve 
been working toward all my life,” 
he said. “A year from now, I hope 
that the department has the lead-

Students sought for academic, artistic program 
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Senior Alliance asks cify council for additional kinds

While Romulus City Council members 
were overwhelmingly supportive of a 
request from The Senior Alliance’s (TSA) 
for more funding during their regular 
meeting last week, they opted to follow the 
city budget amendment process before dis¬ 
bursing any funds. 

When approved, the city will pay an 
additional $1,838—double the amount they 
pay now—for 3 years. The extra funds will 
help the TSA meet a payment arrangement 
to satisfy a debt to Wayne County. 

The organization owes more than 
$500,000 for services it provided to the 
needy from 2001-2003 but could not afford, 
according to Bob Brown, the interim exec¬ 
utive director for TSA. 

Once the financial trouble was discov¬ 


ered, Brown, who became interim director 
in October, immediately took measures to 
cut costs and repay the debt Within two 
weeks of discovering the problem. Brown 
was able to meet with the county and make 
plans for a recovery. 

“I think when you talk about county gov¬ 
ernment, its unheard of that they reacted 
this quickly,” Brown said. “But they didn’t 
want to interrupt senior services—^nobody 
wants The Senior Alliance to fail, everyone 
wants us to succeed in this.” 

He worked with county officials on a 3- 
year, no-interest repayment plan and the 
Michigan Office of Services to the Aging 
suggested that the alliance be put on a 1- 
year probation period in an effort to reor¬ 
ganize. 

Brown said the organization has also 
reduced its pension plan by 15 percent, 
reduced employee headcount by more 


than 10 percent and is currently reducing 
its phone bill by 20 percent in an effort to 
repay the debt. He also said TSA has 
already paid the county in full for 2004. 

The special assessment Brown is asking 
for will help TSA continue to provide the 
services for homebound and needy elders 
in 34 communities. 

“How do you tell a senior that we can’t 
take your blood pressure; we can’t deliver 
your meal; we can’t deliver your meds 
today; we can’t help you today because 
there are no more funds?” Brown said. “I 
can’t look at it that way. What I have to look 
at is: I have a budget and that many ser¬ 
vices and what are the best services to give 
the seniors in my community.” 

TSA provides services such as in-house 
personal care, legal services and 118 
seniors in Romulus benefit from the Meals 
on Wheels program. Holidays Meals 


serves 99 seniors in Romulus. 

“I can in no way see how we can not par¬ 
ticipate in this program,” said Councilman 
Charles Miller at the meeting. 

Communities that don’t want to take 
advantage of the program may have to pay 
a heavier toll. 

“If a community does not want to partic¬ 
ipate,” Brown said, “the county will send 
out an invoice for, in the case of Romulus, 
what would be around $12,000.” 

Council members agreed that it would 
be careless to not take advantage of the lit¬ 
tle money the alliance is requesting rather 
than pay a bill for three times the amount 
Despite the debt and the recent person¬ 
nel cuts. Brown said services will continue 
in the same fashion they always have 
“We have always gotten high marks on 
the qualify of the senior services we deliv¬ 
er,” he said.

The spirit of radio 

, Sometimes the perfect solution to a problem comes at the perfect 
time 

I That’s the case in the City of Wayne where a new informational 
’ radio station has debuted recently. 

( It’s an unusual concept - a municipality with access to its own 
1| radio frequency that can be used to disseminate a wide variety of 
• information to residents - but it’s actually a classic example of good, 

‘ nuts and bolts municipal government a problem was recognized, a 
■ solution found and an idea implemented. 

’ The problem was the previous mode of alerting residents to any- 
thing flx>m snow emergencies to storm warnings: a city-wide public 
,1 address system. It couldn’t be heard everywhere, notably indoors dur- 
ing the winter, and where it could be heard it was diflRcult to under- 
! stand. Actually, that’s a bit of a euphemism. In our experience, the 
words that came across the address system sounded more like the 
adults in televised Peanuts cartoons than anything else. 

; The radio station - at 1620 AM - is a good answer It’s better than an 

email alert system, because while there may be residents who do not 
have a computer or could access one in the event of power outages, 
everyone has access to a radio. They run on batteries, too, so the infor¬ 
mation will stiU be available when the power is out and the station is 
5 bolstered by the generator at the department of public works build¬ 
ing. 

It can be updated almost instantly, fixtm virtually anywhere, with a 
simple phone call 

! City officials have said they intend to start small with the station, 

; broadcasting basic information at first, and expanding the menu as it 
.1 gains notoriety. Eventually, it will most likely be an exceUent source of 
' information on a variety of goings-on in the city. 

It harkens back to the day when that’s exactly what the radio pro- 
i vided: a constant source of information Barring any Orson Welles- 
f type pranks, it will most certainly be a valuable tool for residents. 

It is, in fact, the spirit of radio. 

A well considered decision 

Officials in the City of Plymouth faced a difficult choice last week 
when they revisited the question of whether or not to continue an efibrt 
: to revise the city charter 

The issue at hand was not the need to do it; an appointed Charter 
Review Committee found several items that should be cleaned up or 
changed. The issue was expense The city, like other built-up communi- 
, ties with increasing costs and decreasing revenues, is in a locally infa- 
! mous tight budget cycle The city has already spent $6,000 on the effort, 
and the next phase will cost about $10,000, according to city officials. It 
mi^t not seem like a lot of money, but when things are as tight as they 
are for the city, every expense must be evaluated before officials sign off 
on it 

In the end they decided to continue the effort, and it was the right 
choice to make. 

City officials couldn’t predict how bad their budget situation would be 
when they started the charter revision effort about 2 years ago. Those 
that volunteered to go throu^ the charter and look for potential revi¬ 
sions did so with good faith that their efforts would be listened to and fol- 
‘ lowed up oa Let’s face it pouring throu^ a municipal charter is not the 
most entertaining task in the world. There are no doubt many other 
: activities that the members of the committee would have rather enjoyed; 
it wouldn’t be a surprise if a visit to the dentist were on that list Putting 
off the charter revision effort would almost a proverbial slap in the face.

It makes sense, though. The 
people who are in their posi¬ 
tions, day after day, are the ones 
most likely to know how to 
improve efficiencies - and every¬ 
one knows that improved effi¬ 
ciency will ultimately save 
money, which is what virtually 
every resident looks for their gov¬ 
ernment to do. They want them 
to spend their money wisely. 

The way the program works in 
Wayne is that employees fill out 
suggestions all year round, and a 
small committee meets to discuss 
them. Some they discard, others 
they approve. Winners get an 
award of either $25, $50 or $100. 

Again this year, the sugges¬ 


tions took a variety of forms. The 
winner was a suggestion to cre¬ 
ate a link on the city web site for 
residents to get email communi¬ 
cations regarding activities in the 
city. Coupled with a recently- 
implemented radio station - at 
1620 AM - it will help get the 
information out about a city hap¬ 
penings. 

Other suggestions include 
putting a No Turn on Red Sign at 
the intersection of Sims and 
Wayne roads, probably an unpop-

ular choice for people as impa¬ 
tient as I am, but if U help make 
that a safer corner which is 
important given its proximity to 
the senior residences and the 
Senior Activity Center 

There was a su^estion to put 
a diaper disposal receptacle in 
the restrooms at the Community 
Center - there isn’t a place to dis¬ 
pose of them near the changing 
centers, now. As a dad who is 
near the tail end of the whole 
potty training thing (I hope), I can 
tell you I wish this had been 


implemented 
2 years ago. 

Another 
was to provide a season-long 
open skate pass for the commu¬ 
nity center. 

Other suggestions ranged 
from cost-saving ideas, like one to 
establish a long distance carrier 
for long distance calls, which 
would save $15.95 for city build¬ 
ings or a simple additional lease 
of two or three spare oxygen bot¬ 
tles which will help keep down 
delivery and regulatory charges.

REGULAR BOARD MEETING MINUTES 
DECEMBER 7, 2004 

Supervisor King called the meeting to order at 7:30 p.m. in the Board Room. Present: 
Supervisor King, Clerk Payne, Treasurer Budd, Trustee Hart, Trustee Herman, 
Trustee Jahr and Trustee Rochovviak. Absent and excused: None. Others in atten¬ 
dance: Planning and Economic Development Director Kelley, Recreation and 
Facilities Director Ross, Deputy Public Safety Director Smolen, Lieutenant Brooks, 
Planning and Zoning Administrator Pugsley, Water and Sewer Director Duha, Parks 
Manager Averill, Executive Assistant Ireland, Secretary Cline and an audience of 
twenty (20). 

APPROVAL OF AGENDA: Budd moved. Hart seconded to approve the agenda 
with the following amendment: under ‘"Reports” add “Briarwood Estates Subdivision 
Report”. Carried. 

PUBLIC HEARING: Hart moved, Rochovviak seconded to open the public hearing 
to consider the 2004 Amended General Fund Budget and the 2005 Proposed General 
Fund Budget. Carried. 

Supervisor King opened the public hearing stating the Board has been provided with 
the General Fund Budget which covers the operations of the Township including 
Public Safety, which includes Police, Fire, Emergency Dispatch, Emergency 
Management and Animal Control, Developmental Services, Parks and Recreation, the 
administrative functions provided by the Clerk, Treasurer and Supervisor Offices, 
including Assessing, Elections, Accounting, Attorneys, Insurances and Environmental 
Sendees. The Charter Township Act requires charter townships to have an approved, 
balanced budget for the next fiscal year. Treasurer Budd thanked the Directors and 
the Board for their efforts in preparing the 2004 Amended and 2005 Proposed General 
Fund Budgets. She stated the Budget before the Board is balanced and expenditures 
for the 2004 Proposed Budget were $10,832,260 and the 2004 Amended Budget has 
been lowered to $10,530,346. Treasurer Budd explained the difference between the 
approved and amended 2004 budget being due to Fire Trucks that were purchased in 
2004 and paid for through the Landfill Fund. The 2005 Proposed expenditures are 
$11,775,738. Treasurer Budd stated the Public Safety Department is the largest 
department and further stated the Public Safety Department goals and objectives are 
included in the budget as well as the department’s funding sources 

Supervisor King stated the 2004 General Fund Amended budget has been reduced 
equating to about a 3 percent reduction from what was originally budgeted due to 
frmding source for a capital outlay purchase. The proposed 2005 General Fund bud¬ 
get reflects about a 10 percent increase. Supervisor King stated Treasurer Budd has 
provided the board with documents that show the revenues. Van Buren is a Charter 
Township by Resolution with the exception of the Public Safety revenues that were 
v^oted in by the people of 3 mills operates on the 1 mill from property tax that provid¬ 
ed roughly $671,000 for 2004 in revenue and proposed for 2005 is roughly $740,000. 
Public Safety Revenue generated from the 3-mill renewal of the Public Safety 
Millage is $2.4 million for 2005. She noted that both of these revenues are rolled 
back by the Headlee Act. State Shared Revenue, which formerly provided 25 percent 
of the revenue stream, has been reduced over the past several years with $1.9 million 
budgeted for 2005 due to declining revenues from the State of Michigan. Supervisor 
King noted Van Buren is a developing community and the growth increases revenues 
such as building related permits. 2005 revenues projected from pennits and fees are 
$1.3 million. There are other revenue streams provided in the budget and the total for 
all revenues for the 2005 proposed budget is $8 million. Fund Balance provides an 
additional revenue stream with transfers of $148,000 from the Reserved Fund 
Balance, $256,000 from the Unreserved Fund Balance and $3 million from the 
Landfill Fund for the 2005 proposed budget. The budget sets forth line items for 
expenditures for each department and explanations of designated fund balance. 
Supervisor King further stated wage increases for salaried employees are set at 3 per¬ 
cent for 2005 and other documents included in the budget are as follows: Public 
Safety goals; Resolution that sets the millage; two graphs one for Revenue and the 
other for Expenditures. Lastly, budget preparation meetings were held in October. 
There were no comments or questions from the Board or the audience. 

There being no further discussion, a motion was made to close the public hearing. 

Jahr moved, Herman seconded to close the public hearing. Carried. 

Jahr moved, Payne seconded to open the public hearing to receive public comment on 
the 2004 Amended Special Revenue Fund Budgets and the 2005 Proposed Special 
Revenue Fund Budgets. Carried. 

Supervisor King opened the public hearing and went to Treasurer Budd for an expla¬ 
nation. Treasurer Budd stated the following are the Special Revenue Funds: 
Community Development Block Grant (CDBG), Downtown Development Authority 
(DDA), French Landing Improvement Project, Capital Improvement Fund, Federal 
Forfeiture Fund, State Forfeiture Fund, Landfill Fund, Belleville Area Museum, E- 
911 Service Fund, Cable Fund, Hannan Road Special Assessment District, Bemis 
Road Special Assessment District and Lohr Road Special Assessment District. The 
French Landing Improvement Project has been completed and the interest balance has 
been transferred into the General Fund. In addition, she stated the Hannan Road 
Special Assessment District has been completed and the interest balance also has been 
transferred into the General Fund. Treasurer Budd stated Director Wilson does a 
good job with the limited funds available for the Museum. 

Supervisor King stated the Museum Fund is being funded by Van Buren Township 
and the City of Belleville and the Museum began with the following three communi¬ 
ties Van Buren Township, City of Belleville and Sumpter Township and noted that 
Sumpter Township has not provided funding for some time and Iiirther stated the 
Township would welcome any amount of funding they could contribute. Supervisor 
King reviewed the DDA 2005 proposed budget expenditures of roughly $932,000 and 
noted reserves for Public Safety Facilities including a new Fire Station. Capital 
Improvements completed in 2004 include fencing around the cemeteries and 
improvements to the Animal Shelter and in 2005 funds are reserved for improvements 
to the township hall security system and building repairs. The Capital Improvement 
Fund balance for 2005 is approximately $490,000. The Landfill Fund Revenues from 


gate yard fees for the proposed 2005 is approximately $2.2 million. A transfer of $2.9 
million will be transferred into the .General Fund for general operations. In addition, 
general royalties will be transferred into the General Fund as follows: $200,000 for 
Public Safety, $50,000 for Environmental and $100,000 for Parks and Recreation. 
The new pole bam at Van Buren Park was paid for by a transfer from the Landfill 
Funding to the Capital Improvement Fund. The Landfill Fund total Expenditures for 
2004 were $3.3 million leaving a fund balance of approximately $8 million. 

There were no comments from the Board or audience. 

There being no further discussion, a motion was made to close the public hearing. 

Herman moved, Budd seconded to close the public hearing. Carried. 

Rochowiak moved. Hart seconded to receive public comment on special assessment 
roll for the purpose of assessing a portion of the costs of the development of design 
and constmetion plans to repave public roads and related storm water improvements 
and work incidental thereto within the Engineering Special Assessment District of the 
Belle Harbor and Lake Crest Subdivisions. Carried. 

Supervisor King opened the public hearing and went to Director Kelley for an expla¬ 
nation. Director Kelley stated the property owners in the Lake Crest and Belle 
Harbor Subdivisions are requesting the Board approve a special assessment roll for 
the purpose of assessing a portion of the costs of the development of design and con¬ 
struction plans to repave public roads and related storm water improvements in their 
subdivision. This project has been discussed for many years and the Board approved 
establishing this special assessment district a previous meeting. If the resolution is 
approved the next step would be for the engineering firm, to provide all drawings and 
documents necessary to advertise the construction project for bidding. There are 199 
parcels in the combined two subdivisions with the special assessment to be spread 
over 197 parcels due to two common outlots that allow access to the lake edge to be 
spread over the remaining 197 parcels. The cost of the contract of the engineering 
contract with Spaulding DeDecker Associates, Inc. is $127,250. The special assess¬ 
ment for each property owner is $642.88 plus interest which is to be spread over three 
years; with yearly payment of $240.43. There is also an opportunity to make one 
payment of the full amount $642.88 without interest. 

Board members made the following comments: This subdivision is better known as 
the Harmony Lane Subdivision and were glad to see this item on the agenda. 

There were no comments from the audience. 

There being no further discussion, a motion was made to close the public hearing. 

Payne moved, Herman seconded to close the public hearing. Carried. 

Hart moved, Payne seconded to open the public hearing to receive public comment 
and discuss possible projects for the fiscal year 2005-2006 Community Development 
Block Grant (CDBG) program. Carried. 

Supervisor King opened the public hearing and went to Planning and Zoning 
Administrator Pugsley for an explanation. Administrator Pugsley stated this is the 
first of two public hearings regarding the Community Development Block Grant 
(CDBG) program. Administrator Pugsley stated we are seeking comments from the 
public for potential projects that would meet the CDBG funding guidelines. The 
three national objectives for projects are: to benefit low/moderate income persons, 
prevent or eliminate slum an^or blight and to meet urgent community needs. The 
Department of Housing and Urban Development (HUD) objectives of the CDBG pro¬ 
gram are for the development of viable communities by providing decent housing and 
a suitable living environment and expanding economic opportunities. The following 
are some of the past projects: Americans with Disabilities Act (ADA) improvements 
at the Museum, Fire equipment. Senior Citizen programs, ADA playground equip¬ 
ment, planning and design in community areas such as Riggs and (^uirk Parks, demo¬ 
lition of unsafe structures, housing rehabilitations, services for low income youth for 
recreational programs, and Administration for General Administration costs. The 
estimated funding level for the 2005 - 2006 fiscal year is $153,000. The fiscal year 
begins on July 1, 2005 and applications are due to Wayne County CDBG by March 1, 
2005. There will be a second public hearing in January. Residents are encouraged to 
submit ideas for possible projects to the Department of Developmental Services 
through Administrator Pugsley at 734.699.8913, in writing or via Van Buren 
Township’s website at www.spuglsey@,vanburen-mi.org. 

Supervisor King stated at the second public hearing there will be a proposed list of 
projects. 

Clerk Payne stated these are some of the last Federal dollars that do come back to 
local communities. 

There were no comments from the audience. 

There being no further discussion, a motion was made to close the public hearing. 

Budd moved, Herman seconded to close the public hearing. Carried. 

Budd moved, Hart seconded to open the public hearing to present and discuss 
expanding the use of Township’s Revolving Loan Fund from the Community 
Development Block Grant Program to include property acquisition, demolition and 
housing rehabilitation subject to compliance with United States Department of 
Housing and Urban Development regulations. Carried. 

Supervisor King opened the public hearing and went to Planning and Zoning 
Administrator Pugsley for an explanation. Administrator Pugsley stated the township 
has an existing Revolving Loan Fund for housing rehabilitation. Funds are accumu¬ 
lated when liens are paid off from completed projects such as repairs to homes for 
low to moderate-income families. The no interest loans are paid back through the lien 
process when the repaired homes are either refinanced or sold. The request before the 
Board is to add the following categories to the Revolving Loan Fund. 1) Property 
acquisition for the construction of new homes for eligible low to moderate-income 
families. 2) Demolish dilapidated, unsafe homes and accessory structures that have a

income families. 2) Demolish dilapidated, unsafe homes and accessory structures 
that have a blighting influence on a local neighborhood. 3) To provide loans to eligi¬ 
ble low to moderate income families for housing repairs such as new roofs, new fur¬ 
naces, structural damage, or new windows (current category). Administrative 
Pugsley stated all of the Department of Housing and Urban Development (HUD) 
rules and regulations must be followed 

Director Kelley provided a memo containing further information in regard to the new 
category of Property Acquisition. Director Kelley stated earlier this year Habitat for 
Humanity met with the township officials seeking support for the construction of a 
Habitat home for an eligible area family. The support requested was for a donation of 
a parcel of land; typically Habitat only has budgets to build houses and little funding 
to purchase land. The Township does own several tax reverted parcels. The State of 
Michigan Constitution prohibits the State and/or a municipality from giving away the 
funds, interests or credit of the citizens of the State of Michigan. This would mean 
Habitat would need to buy the property. Knovring other communities have done so 
the Township then investigated with Wayne County CDBG a means by which to 
assist them. Director Kelley stated the CDBG Revolving Loan Fund would purchase 
the property from the Township at market value. This public hearing is to hear public 
comments on the 2004 CDBG program; and later to act on moving a portion of the 
2004 Program’s Revolving Fund from recoverable status to a non-recoverable status; 
and approve the proposed amended 2004 CDBG program. Upon favorable approval 
tonight, the next step would be to have Wayne County approve the plan. Lastly, 
Director Kelley stated to^vnship staff felt there was measurable value to donate a 
reverted parcel to Habitat although the Board grants approval. It would be a direct 
and straight forward transaction; it appears to be the “right thing to do” in so far as 
addressing affordable housing in the township; and it would return the parcel to tax¬ 
able status and therefore a source of revenue. 

Board members had lengthy discussion about the addition of the property acquisition 
category and the process to be used. Members requested further information regard¬ 
ing the rules and regulations from CDBG Treasurer Budd clarified there are two sep¬ 
arate CDBG funds, one is Program fund monies with a category to rehabilitate hous¬ 
ing where a lien is placed on the home, and when the home is refinanced or sold the 
lien is collected and placed into the CDBG Revolving Loan Fund. The second is if 
the Board allows the expansion of the categories in the Revolving Loan Fund then 
those funds could be allocated to purchase property through Revolving Loan Funds. 
There are still properties that have liens on them that will be repaid to the township 
CDBG Fund which would increase the amount of the Revolving Loan Fund. 

Administrator Pugsley stated this is a perpetual fund with monies reverting back into 
the Revolving Loan Fund from previous year(s) rehabilitation and he does not feel the 
funds would be depleted. 

There were no comments from the audience. 

There being no further discussion, a motion was made to close the public hearing. 

Hart moved, Payne seconded to close the public hearing. Carried. 

Herman moved, Jahr seconded to open the public hearing to receive public comment 
on special use approval request from Walgreen Company to operate a 24 hour phar¬ 
macy and drive-thru pickup window on a parcel of land known as 10276 Belleville 
Road, parcel # VI25-83-061-99-0005-722, zoned C-2 (Extensive Highway Business) 
located on the west side of Belleville Road between the 1-94 Expressway and Tyler 
Road..

4) Amending the store’s operating hours to 24 hours/day, 7 
days/week. The Planning Commission held a public hearing and recommend the 
Board approve the special use approval.

For Anre Goree, Johnny 
Crawford and DeMarko 
Williams, it was a baptism by fii-e 
when they started in their first 
Vikings’ varsity basketball game 
last Tuesday. 

No one ever anticipated that 
they would be the final three 
Inkster players standing against 
five Detroit Soutliwestem play¬ 
ers with less than a minute left in 
overtime - and still have a 
chance to win. 

“It was the most incredible 
thing that I've ever seen my life,” 
said Inkster Coach Gerald 
Paschal. “It was five-on-three, 
then five-on-two and we should 
have won. Those three kids 
played with so much heart” 

Paschal, who said he is 
upholding strict scholastic values 
for the players, had to sit four 
starters because they didn’t com¬ 
ply with the new standards. That 
left him with only six players for 
the season opener. 

With about 4:40 left in the 
game he could only play four kids 
- the other two fouled out But 
the four VHdnp kept pace with 
Southwestern and battled to a 52- 


52 tie at the end of regulation. 

At the start of the overtime 
period they were down to the 
'terrific trio’—Goree, Crawford 
and Williams. With only 33 sec¬ 
onds left, Goree fouled out, leav¬ 
ing just two, but the referees 
called the game. Southwestern 
won 61-58. Before the ref ended 
it, though. Southwestern was at 
the line. If they missed, it would 
have been possible for Inkster to 
hit a three and win it, said 
Paschal. 

When the final whistle blew 
there was an emotional outpour¬ 
ing by the coach and the team, 
according to Paschal. 

“The players were crying, I 
was crying, everybody was cry¬ 
ing,” he said. “The kids really 
believed that they could win and 
they almost did. I think it really 
bonded the team together. The 
team has never been the same 
since, and I mean that in a good 
way.” 

Jonathan Brown and Goree 
scored 14 points each and 
Williams ended with 12. Brown 
also nabbed 16 rebounds. 

Lloyd Harrison scored 19 and

“I felt that the kids played 


hard and accepted what I was 
doing, as far as suspending the 
four players,” Paschal said. 
“They played hard for me and 
didn’t quit. That tells me that 
they are buying into what we’re 
doing here and that’s why it was 
so hard for me when it was over” 
Inkster 67, Ecorse 63 

FHday night’s game wasn’t as 
exciting, but the Viking pulled 
out a 67-63 win against Ecorse. 

It looked like they were going 
to run away with it after the first 
half, where they held a 34-25 
lead. It took two minutes before 
either team could score in the 
first period but once Inkster did, 
it didn’t look like they were going 
to stop. 

However, Ecorse came out 
shooting in third and outscored 
Inkster, 20-14 

“They started hitting some 
shots in the second, but our 
defense was good,” said Paschal. 
“Our defense was good in both 
halves but Ecorse started shoot¬ 
ing threes and hit a couple.” 

He said the defense held on 
and the team won, 67-63. 

This time Inkster wasn’t left 
short-handed. Paschal brought 
up two players from the junior

Located at 470 Forest Ave., 
Toad Hall—named by owner 
Karol King’s husband, Bemie— 
is home to some of the finest 
British attire around.

collar. 

Serving as owner/manager, 
and lone employee.
